fheir Object in So Doing—How Atlanta’s 
Public Building Will be Enlarged — 
Other Goésip. 


W asvInaton,July 17.—[Special.] — Miss Col- 
guitt, the daughter of Senator Colquitt, and 
Miss Breckinridge, the daughter of Congress- 
man.W. C. P. Breckenridge, of Kentucky, 
have made formal application for positions of 
teachers in the district public schools. The 
schoo! board will meet this week and these 
two youngtadies will be assigned as teachers 
in the high schools. Their object in selecting 
these positions is said to be for the purpose of 
seeking training in the best regulated and 
most thorough schools in the union, in order 
that they might return to their respective 
states and, by teaching, endeavor to improve 
the present systems of public schools. This is 
andoubtedly a praiseworthy and commendable 
anderiaking for these two young ladies, which 
is calculated to prove of value to both Georgia 
end Kentucky. 

PROGRESS O¥ THE MILLS BILL. 

The house is at work in earnest, and today 
the tariff bill was almost completed. Mr. 
Millis said this afternoon that it would be com- 
pleted either tomorrow afternoon or Thursday 
morning. He will makea closing speech on 
Baturday, after$ which he will call the 
previous question for a vote. A yote could be 
taken garlier, butit is thought advisable to 
give more time to get absentees together.

THE CENSUS. 

Representative Cox, chairman of the census 
committee, has made a calculation based upon 
the censuses of 1870 and 1580, and has come 
to the conclusion that the census of 1890 will 
show the population of the United States to be 
64,476,000. He today received a letter from 
Edward Atkinson, who had made a similar 
calculation, with the result of 64,500,000. He, 
therefore, concludes thgt his ca)culation will 
prove very nearly correet. 

CONGRESSMAN CANDLER AND THE WOMEN, 

There is a'tmovement onffoot by the friends of 
the Blair bill to have an evening set apart for 
the consideration of the bill in the house. 
However, as the bill has many vigorous oppo- 
nents. it is very doubtful if its friends can suc- 
ceed in their efforts. Mr. Candler,the chairman 
of the committee, is daily besiegé@ by dozens 
of women who are here lobbying for the pass- 
age of tho bill,and were it not for the fact that 
the majority of them are very aged or else 
cranks, it would not be so unpleasant for the 
gallant little man from Gainesville. mare 

On account of the absence of many senators 
today, the confirmation of Mr. Fuller’s nomi- 
nation as chief justice has been postponed 
until Thursday. There is now no doubi of his 
confirmation. 

NOMINATIONS SENT IN. 

Among the nominations sent to the senate 
today were two following of southern interest, 
Joln FE. Bacon, of South Carolina, now charge 
d’affaires §to be minister § resident of the 
United States to Paraguay and Uruanay, 
Charles L. Scott, of Alabama, now minister 
resident and consul general, to be envoy extra- 
ordinary and minister plenipotentiary of the 
Ynited States to Venezuela. 

ATLANTA’S PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

In relation to Atlanta’s public buildings Mr. 
Spears, who went to Atianta, has made a re- 
port, and recommend that a large building for 
the use of the post office be constructed adjoin- 
ing the present building one story high, giving 
abot 2,500 square feet more 
space for the post office. He alsorec. 
ommends placing one more regular story on 
the building together with an attic story, and 
that the court room be placed one story higher 
with sufticient room to accommodate ofticers 
of the court. Hisplan thenis to put in an 
elevator. Plans are now being drawn which 
will be completed in about three weeks. After 
that advertisements for bids will . be published 
for thirty days, and the work will then be 
contracted for. 

Mr. Spears reports that there is not sufficient 
ground to construct wings, for if it were done 
the building would be exposed to tire from ad- 
jacent buildings. He suggests that the con- 
tract could be let ont for the room adjacent to 
the postofiice this winter and that that work 
could be done without inconveniencing the 
occupants of the building. Next spring and 
summer the other work could be done, during 
which time he is of the opinion that all occu- 
pants of the building, save those in the post- 
ottice floor, would have to seek other quarters. 
He reports the present work very substantial 
and the addition of another story would be 
perfectly safe. 

ATLANTA’S BARRACKS. 

In the sundry civil appropriation bill there 
isan item of $250,000 for work on military 
posts. Out of this sum the quartermaster- 
general proposes to spend $75,000, or more pos- 
Biblv. at Atlanta; $50,000 at San Antonio: 
$65,000 at St. Paul, and $23,000 at Buffalo. In 
addition to this there is an item of $100,900 for 
the construction of barracks, ete., at Fort 

Rymey,- Kansas. This was placed in 
the bill upon the ground that 
at that’ place there is a_ school 
for instruction for the use of cannon. The de- 
partment here insists that the barracks at At- 
Janta was intended only to cost $20,000, but 
€100,000 has been expended, and yet they are 
not inished. They intend to finish them, 
however, but say it will take time as well as 
auch more money, and are complaining about 
the fact that they are to cost much more than 
Was originally intended.

A Bill Passes the Senate Providing for 
: Claims. 
‘ Wasnineton, July 17.—In the senate, 
fmong bills reported and placed on the calen- 
war were the following: Senate bill for the 
onation to Tampa, Fla., of Fort Brook mili- 
tary reservation at that place.

Mr. AWison, from the committee on appro- 
rintidns,reported back the sundry civil appro- 
prietion bill, and said he would soon call it up 
or consideration. 
| The senate then took up, and after some dis- 
Fussion, passed the bill to piace John C. Fre- 
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mont on the retired list of the army as major 
general. The yote was, yeas 29,nays21. - 

The senate then resumed consideration ‘Se 
the bill providing a fair adjustment of accounts 
of laborers, workmen and mechanics employed 
by the government under the eight hour law. 

Mr. Reagon opposedthe bill. It had been 
claimed for it, he said,thatit was in the interest 
of laboring men. Lf it were in the interest of all 
laboring men aud involved no improper _prin- 
ciple he wonld vote fgr it; but, as it wasin the 
interest of a few laboring men, at the expense 
of many laboring men, it would not have his 
support. The bill was but one small step in 
the direction of class legislation, and he hoped 
that it would not pass. 

“Mr. Stewart supported the bill and offered 
an amendment to prohibit any officer of the 
government nak. ns any coutract or arrange 
ment whereby any workman, laborer or me 
chanic shall work more than eight hours a 
day, except in special emergencies. 

Mr. George said as a. member of the com- 
mittee on education and labor he had dissent- 
ed from the report of the bill.. There was not 
one scintilla of objection on the part of the 
government to these 14,000 or 15,000 laborers 
who happened to haye been in a more fayora- 
ble condition than other laborers in the 
United States in being emploved in govern- 
ment workshops. It was a mere gift—a do- 
nation. The money in the treasury came from 
taxation paid by the laborers of the; country. 
[t didn’t grow. there. He spoke of “the small 
compensation Of labor at the south. The 
laborer who cultivated for himself 
was perhaps able to raiso five 
bales of cotton, which when cleanly 
gathered and ginned, brought him $40 per 
bale at the nearest market. If he worked for 
hire and fed himself he would not get $175 
per year; and the man who hired would get 
into the bankruptcy court. 

‘These men were entitled to some considera- 
tion; There was no justicein taxing them in 
order to make a donation to other laborers at 
the north. He quoted from the adverse re- 
portof the committee on education and la- 
bor in 1878, on thre house joint resolution de- 
ciaring the meanine of the eight hour law, 
and from speeches of Senators Burnsides and 
Morrill in opposition to it as being hostile to 
the interests of the great mass of laborers. 
fle characterized the bill asa measure which 
merely proposed to ake the less favored con- 
tribute to make the men employed in govern- 
ment workshops more favored than they had 
been before. -That was all there was in it. 

Mr. Stewart’s amendment was rejected— 
yeas 15, nays JY. 

Mr. Dawes moved to amend by inserting the 
words, “whether engaged at a price per day, 
or on piece work, or task work.’’ Agreed to. 

Mr. Dawes also moved to insert the follow- 
ing words, ‘‘any assent or alleged agreement 
to receive a less amonnt or to work a longer 
time required as a condition of being employ- 
ed to the contrary notwithstanding.”’ Rejected 
—yeas 21, nays 23. 

The bill was then passed—yeas 25, nays 22— 
as follows:

The first section provides that: 

Whoever as a laborer or workman or mechanic has 
been employed by or on behalf of the government 
of the United States since the 25th day of June, 1868, 
(date of the act con-tituting cigLt hours a days 
work) whether engaged at a price per day oron 
piece work or task work, shall be paid for each 
eight hour he has been emploved as for a day’s 
work, without any reducjion of pay ou account of 
the reduction of hours of labor. 

The second section provides that: 

All claims for labor so performed in excess of 
SPT gs r.day.are hereby referred t+ the-court 
of claims to be adjudicated upon a basis that eight 
hours coustitutes a day’s work, and are tobe paid 
for at a price per day as provided for in the first sec- 
tioa of thisact, and judgment given against the 
United States in favor of each claimant forthe 
amount found due, tobe paid as other judgments 
of the courts of claims against the United States, 
and no statute of lhaitation or payment made or 
receipt given for a lesssum per day than the full 
price of a day's work, as provided in the first section 
of this act, shail bar the right of recovery; provided, 
thatallsuits under this act shall be commenced 
within two years from aud after its passage; and 
any number of said claimants may join in the same 
suit; and provided, further, that any amount allow- 
ed under this act shall only be paid to such claim- 
aut in person, or to his personal representative. 

The bill for admission of the state of Wash- 
ington was taken up, and will be “unfinished 
business.’”’ 

The senate at 4:40 adjourned.

INTERNAL REVENUE. 


Mr. Wise’s Amendment Repealing Taxes on 
Cigars und Cigarettes Defeated. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—In the house-—Mr. 
Townsend, of Lliinvis, from the committee on 
military affairs, reported a resolution calling 
on the secretary of the interior for information 
as to what action he has taken with reference 
to officers of the army and navy who served 
honorably through the Mexican war and whose 
names haye been dropped from the rolls. 
Adopted. 

The house then went intoa committee of the 
whole (Mr. Springer in the chair,) on the tar- 
iff bill, the internal revenue feature Leing 
pending. 

On behalf of the waysand means committee, 
Mr. McMillin, of Tenuessee, offered an amend- 
ment providing that the bond required to be 
given by cigar manufacturers shal] be in such 
a penal sum as the eollector of internal reve- 
nue may require, not less than $100, with an 
addition of $10 for every person supposed to be 
employed by such manufacturer. Adopted. 

There were two pending amendments com- 
ing over from yesterday, one offered by Mr. 
Wise, of Virginia, repealing the tax on cigars, 
cheroots and cigarettes, and one by Mr. Sow- 
den, of Pennsylvania, abolishing the tax on 
spirits distilled from apples, peaches and other 
fruits. 

Mr. Wise’s amendment was defeated by 43 
to7s. Mr. Sowden’s was withdrawn. 

Mr. Nicholls, of North Carolina, offered an 
azendment repealing all internal taxes. [e- 
jected. 

Mr. Farquhar, of New York, offered an 
amendment reducing from $3 to $2 the special 
tax on cigar manufacturers. Lost. 

Mr. Sowden again offered his amendment 
abolishing the tax on fruit spirits. Im advo- 
eating the amendment Mr. Cowles, of North 
Carolina, referred to the fact that the republi- 
cans had refrained from voting yesterday on 
the proposition to repeal the tobacco tax. In-. 
stead of fulfilling their pledges the republi- 
caus had remained seated in conscious peace 
in company with members of the ways and 
means committee. 

A remark of Mr. Cowles to the effect that 
the republican party was in favor of squander- 
ing the surplus in ill-deserved pensions met 
with a severe criticism from Messrs. Milliken, 
of Maine, and Williams, of Ohio, the latter of 
whom declared that every soldier who could 
produce an honorable discharge deserved a 
pension. 

Messrs. Adams, of Illinois, and Butter- 
worth, of Ohio, criticised as opening the way 
for the evasion of the payment of the whisky 
tax, a provision authorizing the secretary of 
the treasury in his discretion, to allow distil- 
leries mashing less than twenty-five bushels of 
grain per day to be operated without store- 
keepers and gaugers. 

Mr. Kelly, of Pennsylvania, regarded ali ad- 
ministrative features of the bill having rela- 
tion to the collection of internal revenue tax 
asa well devised plan for relicving moon- 
shiners from responsibility. 

Mr. Butterworth moved to strike out the 
clause to which he had objected, and his mo- 
tion was advocated by Mr. Bayne, of Pennsyl- 
vania, who argued that the ciause meant free 
whisky. The motion was lost—75 to 96. 

Mr. Lawler, of Lilinois, offered an amend- 
ment to abolish the tax on oleomargarine. Re- 
jected—yeas 3, nays 101. 

The last section of the bill was then read on 
the motion of Mr. Bynem, of Indiana, Sthe 
date upon which the bill shall go into effect 
was fixed as October Ist, 1588. 

Mr. McMillin opposed the amendment de- 
claring that there was no way of preventing 
frauds on the revenue if fruit spirits should be 
exempted from taxation. Grain spirits could 
bo mixed with fruit spirits aud thus escape 
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taxation and no expert (if there was any such 
in the house) could detect the fraud. 

Mr. Simmons, of North Carolina, while ad- 
vocating the abolition of the tax on fruit 
spirits, announced his opposition to total re- 
peal of the whisky tax. In order to effectuate 
that repeal, the burden of taxation would have 
to be retained on the necessaries of life. 

Mr. Sowden’s amendment was rejected, 44 
to 79. 

Mr. Warren, of Missouri, offered an amend- 
ment-providing that the special tax on whole- 
sale and retail dealers in oleomargarine shall 
be $10 and $5 respectively. Rejected. 

The committee then rose. 

There have been a few paragraphsof the bill 
passed over informa!ly and their consideration 
will be proceeded with tomorrow. 

Vote on the final passage of the bill will not 
be taken until Saturday, when itis expected 
there will bea full attendance of the members. 
Mr. Milis states, he will call the previous 
question on the passage of the bill at 11:30 
Saturday morning. 

The house then at 5 o'clock took a recess 
until 8 o’clock, the evening session te be for 
the consideration of bills reported from the 
committee on commerce. 

At the-evening session, bills were passed for 
the establishment of light houses, among oth- 
ers at the following points: Guill Shoals, Pam- 
lico sound, North Carolina; Chesapeake bay, 
Great Wicomico river, Virginia; Pamlico 
Point, North Carolina; also appropriating 
$75,000 for the construction of areyenue cut- 
ter for Newberne, N. C. 

The house adjourned. 


INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS, 
Estimates of Amount Needed for Rivers 
and Harbors. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Major A. N. Dam- 
rell, corps of engineers, submits the following 
estimates for the river and harbor improve- 
ments under his charge: Improvement of 
harbor at Mobile, Ala., for next year and to 
complete, $506,000; improvement of Warrior 
river, Alabama and Mississippi, for next year, 
$35,000 ; Tombigbee river for next year and to 
eomplete, $6,000; improvement of Black War- 
rior river from Tuscaloosa to Daniels creek for 
next year, $500,000, to complete, $6:4, 
420 ; Noxubee river, Mississippi, for 
next year, $10,000 to complete, 
$20,245; Pascagoula river, Mississippi, for next 
year and to complete, $116,000; Biloxi bay, 
Mississippi, for next year and to complete, 
$375,000; Pearl giver, below Jackson, Missi. 
sippi, for next year, $20,000, to complete, $70,- 
000; Pearl river from Jackson to Carthage, for 
next year and to complete, $24,000; Pearl river 
between Carthage and Edinburg, for next year 
and to complete, $11,000. 

The contract fer constructing the new quar- 
antine station on Chandeleur islands has been 
awarded by the supervising architect of the 
treasury department to J. H. Gardner, of New 
Orleans, for $25,941. The buildings are to be 
coinpleted within one hundred days, and will 
be immediately occupied by the Marine hos- 
pital service. The committee on commerce 
has reported favorably to the house bills for 
bridging the Chattahoochee river, Georgia, 
and Alabama river near Montgomery, Ala. 

The conferees on the river and harbor Dill 
seem to have reached an impassabie barrier, 
and will probably repert a disagreement. The 
items in dispute are Portage Lake canal, Bea- 
ver river (Pennsylvania) dams and Mcnonga- 
hela and Green and Barreu improvement prop- 
ositions. 

The house conferees express a willingness 
toaccept the senate proposition to purchase 
the Green and Barren property, but hold out 
sturdily against the others. 

From the committee on printing Senator 
Mandorson today reported adversely upon the 
bill authorizing the_publication of an edition 
of the Biren of the Confederate States, or 
Documentary History of the Financial, Fisca} 
and Commercial Measures of the Confederate 
States, Edited by Raphael P. Thiau.’’ 


SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


The Senate Increases the Appropriation— 
Some of Its Items. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—The sundry civil 
appropriation bill reported to the serate today 
has been increased by the senate committee 
from $25,300,000 to $27,300,000, but is still 
$6,500,000 less than the estimates. It exceeds 
last year’s bill by nearly $5,000,000. The bill 
increases or makes new provisions for public 
buildings as follows: Greenville, 8. C., $50,- 
000; Jacksonville, Fla., $80,000; Savannah, 
$75,000; Vicksburg, Miss., $50,000. The fol- 
lowing are the increases or new appro- 
priations for lighthouses: Crooked river, 
Fla., $40,000; St. Josephs Point, Fla., $25,000; 
Bushes Bluff Pool, Va., $40,000; Tangier 
Sound, Va., $25,000; New Port News: Va., 
$25,000; supply steamer Atlantic @hd gulf 
coast, (additional) $32,500; revenue cutter, 
(additional) $45,000; revenue steamer for the 
southern coast, (additional) $55,000. 

Among the more important miscellaneous 
items of the bill are the following: Appropri- 
ating for the public library building at Wash- 
ington $1,000,000. The library committee is 
abolished and the work is placed under the 
practical charge of the chief of engineers. In 
respect to the rebellion records, a proviso is 
inserted that hereafter, before the publication 
of any volume of said records, the manuscript 
copy shall be submitted to the secretary of 
war, or toa complete committee to be sciected 
by him, who shall certify that the volume con- 
tains only comtemporaneous official records of 
the war of the rebellion. The house provision 
that the feesof the commissioners, marshals 
or clerks for any warrant issued or arrest 
made or other fees in prosecutions under the 
internal revenue laws shall not be paid unless 
the prosecution has been commenced upon the 
sworn complaints of parties having a knowl- 
edyeof the facts, orof a collector or deputy, 
setting forth facts upon information and be- 
lief, has been modified so as to provide that no 
fees shall be paid miless the prosecution has 
been approved by the district attorney. 
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UNDER TWO FLAGS. 


President Cleveland Vetoes a Bill Granting 
a Pension to a Galvanized Soldier. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—The president today 
vetoed the bill granting a pension to Theresa 
Herbst, widow of John Herbst, @ private in a 
New York volunteer regiment, who was cap- 
turedin August, 1865. After his capture he 
joined the confederate forces, and in 1865 was 
captured by General Stoneman while in arms 
against the United States government. He 
was imprisoned and voluntarily made known 
the fact that he formerly belonged to the union 
army. Upon taking the oath of allegiance and 
explaining that he deserted the enemy to 6s- 
cape the hardships and starvation of prison 
life, he was released and mustered out of the 
service on the eleventh day of Octeber, 1805. 
Of Herbst the president says: 

He was regularly borne on the confederate muster 
rolls for probably nine or ten months. No record is 
furnished of the number of battles in which he 
fought against the soldiers of «the union, and we 
shall never know the death and wounds he infticted 
upon his former comrades in arms. He never ap- 
plied for a pension, thongh it is claimed now at the 
time of his discharge he was su€ering from rheuma- 
tism and dropsy, and that he died in 1568 of heart 
disease. If such disabilities were received in the 
military service, they were quite likely the result of 
exposure in the contederate army; but it is not im- 
probable that this soldier never asked a pension, be- 
cause he considered that the generosity of his gov- 
ernment had been sufficiently taxed when the full 
forfeit of his desertion was not exacte!. The greatest 
possible sympathy and considerahon are due to 
those who bravely fought and, being captured, as 
bravely languished in rebel prisons. 

But I will take no partin putting a name upon 
an pension roll which representsa unijon soldier 
found fighting against a cause he swore he would 
uphold; nor . 
such desertion end treachery are excused when it 
avoids the rigors of honorable capture and confine- 
ment. It would have been a sed condition of affairs 
ifevery captured union soldier had deemed him- 
self justified in fighting against his eovernment 
rather than to undergo the privations of capture.

Paul has assumed the office of president. 
Assistant Secretary Rives said this country 
was quietly watching affairs in \ enezuela, but 
as yet had observed nothing in the situation 
that would justify an interference on our part, 
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A Diabolical Scheme Frustrated 
in Chicago. 


SEVERAL ANARCHISTS ARRESTED, 


A Plot Discovered to Blow Up 
Board of Trade Building and Other 
Houses in Chicago.

CHICAGO, July 17.—In a small frame house, 
in the vicinity of Ashland avenue and Thirty- 
Second street, were found twelve dynamite 
bombs, revolver and a knife, and as the owner 
of the articles stepped to the sidewalk he was 
arrestedf{by Inspector Bonfield, in person, and 
taken to the police siation. 

Two other arrests were niade later. When 
questioned as to what the prisoners intended 
to do, Inspector Bonfield confined himself to 
saying: 

‘*There wasa conspiracy of long standing,and 
it was about to be put into execution. They in- 
tended to use the dynamite on Judge Gary, 
Judge Grinnell and myself.’’ 

The chief prisoner is an old time anarchist 
and was prominent in the scenes of Haymarket 
times. DBefore making the first arrest, Mr. 
Bonfield had the house surrounded by five 
picked officers. Just as daylight was breaking 
the inspector was joined in the vicinity by a 
Stranger, and a few minutes later a man 
emerged from the house. The stranger nudged 
Bonfield and an order was given tothe officers, 
who closed on the man. He made a desperate 
fight but was quickly overpowered and placed 
in charge of two of the officers. Inspector 
Bonfield and the other ofileers then rushed 
into the house. They were met on the stairs 
by a woman, the wife of the iman who had been 
captured, but she was brushed aside and the 
police, gaided by the stranger, entered the hall 
bed room, where, hidden in a corner, the in- 
spector found an even dozen dynamite car- 
tridges wrapped in brown paper. 

A further search of the room disclosed a 
large revolver and dagger, Some letters and 
other papers, which were also taken care of by 
the police, were also found. Then a putrol 
wagon was called and the prisoner was taken 
to the station. The officers next went to a 
house some distance away which it is supposed 
was 3,016 Grinn street. Here two other arrests 
were made and all three taken to the central 
station. 

Inspector Bonfield is reported to have said 
the plot was a well arranged one. About 
twenty determined murderers were in the 
conspiracy and they were at a certain hour af- 
ter midnight tobe at the homes of Grinnell, 
Gary, Bonfield, Frank Walker, General Stiles 
and others, prominent in the prosecution of 
the anarchists. The dynamite was to be placed 
beneath the houses of these and the powerful 
explosives were to be touched off simultane- 
ously.

Joliet. The inspector was not slow in acting 
on the “‘tip’”’ thus given and by careful shadow- 
ing and skilled detective work succeeded in 
weaving a web, as he claims, of incontestable 
facts, about three men and arresting them this 
morning. The name of theringleader is John 
Heneck and he lives at 1,952 Farrel {street. 
He is a ;Bohemian aud cabinet maker 
by trade. Another man is Frank 
Chapeck, who lives at 48 West Twentieth 
street. He isalsoa Bohemian, as is also the 
third man, whose name is Frank Chebawa, a 
tailor, living in Secor place, and who is the 
informer who told the story of the plot to the 
Bohemian who in turn detailed it to Inspector 
Bonfield. It seems that since the execution a- 
movement was started among the followers of 
revolution and chaos in Chicago by which the 
groups which disbanded almost as soon as the 
Haymarket bomb burst were to be organized, it 
appears, to do business at the old stand. It 
was thought dangerous, in the light of past 
events, to have these groups composed oi an 
unlimited number, because it would increase 
the possibility of the informer’s making their 
appearance When silence was very golden. It 
was concluded that each group, as organized, 
was to have no more than three members, with 
each well acquainted with the others who com- 
posed the group. It is thoughtthat ‘‘squeal- 
ing’’ inthe anarchists’ ranks would become a 
lost art, and the men arrested today constitute 
a group, and in the hands of these was left by 
whom it is not yet Known. The 
group now incarcerated, had no 
regular meeting places where plans could be 
discussed, but they met occasionally as friends 
over a glass of beer and concocted their bold and 
bloody schemes. It was agreed that Grinnell’s 
house was the first to be blown up, but not un- 
less the ex-United States attorney was an in- 
mate when it took place. Judge Gary’s house 
was the next one marked. Last Saturday 
night was the time set for carrying out the 
plot.. It was not fully determined 
how Inspector Bonfield was to be 
removed. He wasthird onthe list,and was 
to fare like the others, but how was not fully 
decided upon. 

The plot had made rapid advancement, for 
July 14th Hroneck detailed himself to exam-~ 
ine Judge Grinnell’s house, in Aldine square, 
and when he reported to his companions that 
night the enormity of the offense began to 
dwell on the mind of Chewbac. He wrestled 
with it, and finally made up his mind to ask 
advice from afriend. The latter hastened to 
the police department and told his story. 

In the houses of the three numerous wea- 
pous were found and enough dynamite to blow 
up Chicago. It is stated in this connection 
that the three men were present at the Hay- 
market meeting and H. H. Hroneck procured 
the dynamite and -bomb from a friend of the 
house who was present. When asked today 
what he had done with the rest of this stuff he 
replied quite readily that he had thrown it 
into the river. It is supposed the stuff found 
today was the same given him on that fatal 
evening. Hroneck and Chewbac were inti- 
mate friends of Lewis Hingg and both were 
arrested after the Haymarket riot. 

Chief Hubbard says they will make more 
arrests tonight but he refused to give any 
further information. 


BOWLES TOLD THE TRUTH. 


He Pilots the Officers to the Spot Where 
Dynamite was Secreted, 

GALEsEURG, Ills., July 17.--United States 
Marshal Marsh and two deputies brought In- 
former Bowles this morning to test the truth 
of the story that a dynamite cartridge had 
been placed on the Burlington track northeast 
of here, and subsequently, in consequence of 
the fear of the results, had been concealed in a 
hedge near by. Officers and railroad officials 


' and a number of municipal oflicers and citi- 


zens went to the spot that Bowles indicated, 
and after considerable digging found the dyna- 
mite cartridge. It was of the lierculese kind, 
and has caps at both ends. The sheriff and 
other ofticers then went to the home of George 
Clarke, one of the leading Brotherhood Engi- 
neers, and put him under arrest on a state 
warrant. Clarke made no resistance, and 
would say nothing save to assert his innocence.

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THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Report of the Commission Ready to Be 
Sent to Congress. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—The fourth report 
of the civil service commission has been com- 
pleted and placed in the hands of the president 
for transmission to congress. It contains 73 
printed pages and not only covers the transac. 
tions of the commission from January, 1886, to 
June 30th, 1887, the period specifically covered 
by the report, but gives a detailed resume of 
the work of the commission since January 
16th, 1883, the date of approval of the act un- 
der which the commission was organized. It 
contains a comprehensive history of the civil 
service from the first classification thereof in 
1855, allof which has been compiled from 
original data. 

The report shows that. between January 16, 
1886 and June 30, 1887, 268 examinations were 
held in various parts of the country for de- 
partment service at Washington; 57 for cus- 
tom houses and ill for postoftices, making a 
total of 436 examinations for the whole classi- 
fiel service. At those examinations 1,596 men 
and 1,887 women were examined, making a 
total of 15,852 persons. 3,147 men, and 1,180 
women were examined for departmental ser- 
vice at Washington ; 3,908 men and 150 women 
for the customs service, and 6,910 men and 557 
women for the Classified post- 
oflices. Of the whole number 
examined 9,210 men and 1,556 women suecess- 
fully passed, making a total of 10,106. Of the 
whole number 5,106.failed—4.665 men and 351 
women. The percentages of failure in those 
examinations were: In the department exami- 
nations 35.5 per cent men and 19.5 per cent 
women, the average being 51.2 per cent. In 
the customs service 37.6 per cent menand 28 
per cent women, the average being 37.2 per 
cent. In the postal service 31.4 per cent men 
and 3.8 per cent women, this average being 
30.1 percent. Tho total ;percentage of fail- 
ures was dt per cent men and 18.6 per cent 
women, the average being 32.2 per cent. Of 
the 9.210 men and 1,536 women who 
successfully passed these examinations 
452 men nail 95 women have received 
appointments in the departmental service; 
3,219 men and 35 women inthe postal service 
and 641 men and no women in the customs 
service. The percentages of appointments 
were as follows: In the departmental service, 
from January 16, 1886, to January 15, 15387, 
24.7 per cent; and from January 16, 1887, to 
June 30, 1887, the percentage was 11.1 per 
cent. 

In the customs service the per centage was 
20.2; in the postal service the per centage was 
62.3. The report shows that of every one hun- 
dred persons who successfully passed the ex- 
amination of the commission more than forty- 
one received appointments. It also shows 
from July 16, 1883, to June 
30, 1887, 33,342 persons were 
examined for all branches of the service, of 
which number 11,373, or 34.1 per cent, failed 
to pass and 21,965 passed. Of these 8,612, or 
39.2 percent, received appointments. From 
January 16th, 1883, to January 15th, 1885, the 
number of appointments made to the depart- 
ment at Washington was 480; from January 
16th, 1885, to January 15th, 1886, 209; from 
January l6th, 1886, to January 15th, 1887, Sv2, 
and from January lth, 1857, to June Oth, 
1837, 150; making the total numberof appoint- 
ments to the departments at Washington since 
the approval of the law, 1,266. Of this number 
i7l were women, the proportion of men to 
women being more than 6 tol. 


HAS§A PEACEFUL LOOK. 


Interviews With Parties to Yesterday's Con- 
ference. 

CHIcAGO, July 17.—Speaking to a reporter 
regarding yesterday’s conference with repre- 
sentatives of the engineers and firémen’s 
brotherhood, General Freight Agent Morton 
said to 4 reporter, that while the railroad peo- 
ple are desirous that the strike should be de- 
clared off by the brotherhood, yet they have 
no intention of compromising any of the pend- 
ing criminal suits,nor could they if they would. 
The proceedings have been begun and they 
must take their course. Nothing was said or 
done at the conference to justify the belief 
that there will be any compromise which will 
release anyone now under arrest. On the con- 
trary, another man will be arrested at Gales- 
burg today, the last one against whom the 
company has strong evidence. 

‘All that the company will do if the strike 
is declared of,’’ added Mr. Morton, “‘is to take 
back all the brotherhood men they consistently 
can, men who have taken no violent part in 
the troubles. There is probably room for 150. 
There will soon be another conference, at 
which a final agreement may be reached.”’ 

Chief Arthur this morning said in the course 
of conversation that he did not countenance 
any violence whatever on the part of the mem- 
bers of the brotherhood against the Burlington 
road. Continuing he remarked: 

‘Tam very sorry to think that any member 
of our order has done an overt act. I do not 
know as yet whether the strike will be de- 
clared off or not.”’ 


Chief Arthur en said that if it was | 


proved that any member of the brotherhood 
had used violent means to gain the ends de- 
sired, that man would be summarily expelled 
from the order. 

Grand Chief Sargent remarked that last 
night he had a very pleasant talk with the 
“*”’ oflicials which might lead to a settlement 
of the troubles. ‘Mind,’ he continued, ‘I 
don’t say it will, but it may.”’

ALABAMA’S 


Remarks of Mr. R. H. Dawson Before the | 


Prison Congress. 

Boston, July 17.—Before the National Con- 
gress Prison association today an address was 
delivered by R. H. Dawson, of Alabama, Ex- 
President Hayes being in the chair. Mr. Daw- 
son said it was the first time Alabama had 
been represented in the association, but the 
issue of prison management is agitating the 
state from end to end. 
go where slavery has gone and_ where the 
dramshop must go. |Applause.] No man 
should have charge of convict labor who has a 
nickle’s interest in it. The present governor 
is in full sympathy with prison reform and the 
penitentiary is being thoroughly remodeled. 
The convicts are worked in coal mines and a 
day’s work is two-thirds of a free man’s day’s 
work. They work overtime for pay and 
many send money to their famiites. 
They have schooling from seven to eight 
o’clock in the evening. The mortality has 
been frightful. One year it was 41 to 100, and 
the best he could do was to make it 5 to 100. 
The average for the last five years was 5 to 100 
for the colored people and 2 in 100 for the 
whites. Forty-seven per cent of the convicts 
are sick when received, 33 per cent being in- 
curable. The free white rate of mortality is 
16 to 1,000 and of free colored 24 to 1,000, but 
in prison the rate rises to 20 for the whites and 
50 for colored. The convicts learn labor in the 
mines and after the expiration of their senten- 
ces are a permanent addition to the industrial 
classes. They do twice as much when free ase 
when under sentence.

The watermelon shipping séasdén is practi- 
cally over for south Georgia. The Ocean 
Steamship company, which carries the bulk of 
the Georgia melon crop norib, will take about 
the last of the fruit this week. The season be- 
gan two weeks earlier than usual this vear, but 
the Ocean Steamship authorities say that they 
have handled more melons than they did last 
year, in spite of the fact that the demand for 
the fruit was not so large as it has been in 
former years. The crop is increasing every 
year, and commission men say that it has 
already got so large that efforts must be make to 
find a better market in order to keep the supply 
from exceeding the demand. The Ocean 
Steamship people say that this is the case with 
vegetables as well as fruit. The orange ques- 
tion has been practically settled. There is 
always a market for the orange crop, but it is 
not.so with the vegetable crop. Up to June 
30 the Ocean Steamship company had carried 
to New York 307,000 crates and 90,000 barrels 
of vegetables, against 175,000 crates and 53,000 
barrels uptothe same time last year. The 
Philadelphia and Boston shipments were not 
so large, but they show a corresponding in- 
crease. The heavy shipments to New York 
gluitted the market, and as a result the 
shippers lost heavily. General Man- 
ager Sorrel was asked about the 
matter. While the transportation companies 
are, of course, glad to handle the freight, he 
said that it has become a serious question for 
the truck growers to consider, whether they 
will keep on shipping to an over-stocked 
market at low prices and consequently small 
profits, and frequently at a loss, or whether 
they will find 4 new market. The west as yet 
is an untried market for southern vegetables, 
but the transportation. companies believe that 
it can be made a great. market, and that vege- 
tables can be shipped west with almost as large 
a profit as they can north, and certainly with 
as much profit as they can be scnt to an over- 
stocked and glutted market, which has been 
the casethis year.

Street Railways in the City. 

Atlanta has a splendid street railway sys- 
tem, but the tracks are notin as good condi- 
tion as they should be. It is the duty of 
the managers of these lines to ptt their 
tracks in first-class condition, increase the 
speed of their cars as much as is possible, 
and give the public first-class service. There 
can be no question that any attention paid 
to thespatrons of a street car line adds very 
much to the popularity of the company. 
Rival lines fan only command the most pat- 
ronage by giving the best and most com- 
fortable transportation. Few people prop- 
erly appreciate the convenience of a street 
car line, but they are often led to find fault 
over small matters, when much graver ones 
are at the bottom of the trouble complained 
of, 

The public should exact everything re- 
quired by law of a street railroad company, 
and then the company sheuld be protected 
in all their rights, and liberally patronized. 

As the city increases each year, the profits 
steadily increase on street railways in pro- 
portion, and for.this reason the bonds and 
stocks of street railways.always rank high 
with investors, and these securities are fa- 
vorite investments in savings banks at the 
north. sak

| Georgia’s Meton Crop. 

We copied the other day an article from 
the New York Evening World relative to 
the heavy rates charged on the watermelon 
crop of the south by the transportation com- 
panies, and we suggested that these com- 
panies, while they might be making money 


“by the operation, were really engaged in 


killing the goose that laid the golden egg. 
There can be no doubt that the. melon 
growers of Georgia are discouraged at the 
obstacles that have confronted them from 
the first. 

Compare, for instance, the melon and 
truck-growers of Georgia with those of New 
Jersey. Inthe latter state the great railway 
lines have, from the first to the last, nursed 
and aided the fruit growing business and 
now they are reaping theirreward. The 
business is thoroughly established, and the 
transportation lines have a yearly in- 
come from that source that more than re- 
pays them for their efforts to fester the in- 
terests of the fruit and truck-growers. 

Why is it that the transportation lines at 
the south cannot follow this example? In 
the course of a very few years the melon 
crop of southern and southwest Georgia 
could be made more profitable to the rail- 
roads than the cotton crop. It is a spectacle 
for the guds to see the railway companies 
competing for cotton on one hand, and, on 
the other, trying to kill the melon business 
by squeezing the farmers. But the difficul- 
ties that beset the melon-growers are not 
altogether with the railroads. On this 
point, the Albany News and Advertiser ob- 
serves: 

The experience of melon shipvers this season has 
demonstrated very clearly the necessity fora change 
jes the method of marketing this fruit. The busi- 
ness bas received a severe shock, and the growers 
are blue over their failure. and see nothing to en- 
courage hope for the future under existing methods 
of marketing. 

The greatest, but by no means insurmountable, 
difficulty with which growers contend is the aver- 
age CLaracter of commission merchants. Atouetime 
theirresponsible and unreliable dealers were weeded 
oui, and many Markets were opened up through the 
labors of the South Georgia Melon Growers associa- 
tion, butthe eurbstone brokers have multiplied, 
and send down their soliciting agen's and are about 
to monopolize the market and absorb the crop. 

Several of the most experienced ~shippers in this 
section have been badly beaten by honses repre- 
sented by agents, and the sentiment is growing that 
no house which sends an agent intothe melon fields 
should ever be patronized. 

Local agents, too, are regarded asa drawback to 
the business, and tn the elfort to benefit their friends 
they lose them money. This is not alone the 
Opinion of this journal, but many shippers, and 
some of the best local agents themselves say that it 
isa drawback to the business. One ot the most ac- 


tive and prominent local agents in southwest Geor- 


gia expressed it as his belief, and signified his in- 
tention to withdraw from the business. 

The carriage charges on melons are excessive, 
wholly Gisproportioned to the value of the freight. 
But that in Hself has nothing to do with the unsat- 
isfuctory returns, as the ‘growers have based their 
expectations on these fixed rates, and if they re— 
ceive a reasonable per cent of the gross sales, or 
ee they should be and really are, they will be sat- 

There are many considerations which influence 
the growers to believe, which belief amounts to a 
moral certainty, that the markets this season have 
not been so glutted with their produets as to justify 
the returns, with which they are dissetistied. It is 
useless to discuss this phase of the business at this 
juncture; the excellent and wide distribution to- 
gether with individtal jocal information confirm 
shippers in this beiief. 

The News.and Advertiser is af the opin- 
ion—and we heartily agree with it—that a

The Health of Athens. 

Eprrors Constrrvution: Inasmuch as re- 
ports have gone out through the newspapers and 
otherwise, regarding the sanitary condition of 
Athens, I hope you will give this honest and truth- 
fulstatement of faets. I may promise, that, although 
{am nota physician, yet | have much to do with 
diseases and their diagnosis; and I think that ny 
experience prepares me to give an intelli in- 
ion on this subject, as alles the facts, rr vhen 
I now write is not based on hear-say, but on per- 
sonal observation and knowledge. My duties as a 
minister have almost daily called me to every 
part of this city—often from one end of it to the 
other; and I now write with the truthfulness and 
conscientiovgaess which shou!d characterize the 
utterances of a minister of Christ. I speak thns se- 
riously, because I wish to throw as much influence 
into ny words asl can;and with the hope of re- 
Ssioring confidence of others in the correctness of 
the report of matters as I now attempt. 

And first, I say without hesitation, that we have 
no epidemic in Athens of any description; nor have 
we had this year nor anything approaching it. 

rhe number of cases of sickness new does not ex- 
ceed that of any previous year, at the came eorres- 
ponding season. during my residence here of over 
seven years. There is not, to my personal knowl- 
edge, aby cases of mate lever, nor have there 
been any, except, om aps. of the mildest type, and 
which readily yielded to treatment. There have 
been a few cases of “Abdominal Typbus,’’ but they 
have fairly recovered. There have been several 
cases of gastritis—one or two fatal. Among the 
predisposing causes (all personal) of this disease js 
prominentiy, that of introducing cold drinks ‘into 
ihe stomach when it is heated. The hot term 
through which we in Athens, together with the 
other cities of the south, have been passing gave 
_ temptation to the young ple to indulge

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sickness Of this city has been among the young pece 


ple. The older and the prudent have escaped. he 
wonder toean observing mind is not, that we have 
some deaths among the hundreds of imprudent 
young people, but that we haye not had several-fold 
more. 

The soda fountains to which scores on scores of 
young men and women resorted two or three times 
a day, and while the stomach was abnormaily 
heated, and red down the ice-vo!ld beveta:es. 
These fountains are, as has been proven iv, fortua- 
ately, a few cases only, veritable deathtraps to the 
thoughtless young people. And now that they have 
been frightened intocantiousness, we hear of no 


more cases. : 
Ido not claim that the sanitary conditions of 
Athens are perfect, but I do say, ebat they will coin- 
pare favorably with those of any ether city. Here 
and there in the city, the water may not be of the 
urest, yet it is not positively injurious to heaith. 
he atmosphere here now, as anywhere else 
in the south of the same altitude. And, after 
acareful examination of tbe hea!th statistics that I 
could gethold of, I can and do @ay, without the 
least exaggeration, that the present healthfulness of 
Athens will stand a strict comparison withany 
other southern city. In proportion to population, 
think it ean be proved that we have less sickness, 
oven at this season, and fewer deaths than a large 
majority of southern cities. The ‘tpanic’’ and the 
scare thathas been started about Athens I pro- 
nounce to be an. unintelligent .and beseless thing; 
and ifit has been done with the motive to injure 
this city it is base; cruel and erlminal.

DIED AT HIS POST. 


An Engineer Whose Heroism Saved Human 
Life. 


BIRMINGHAM,Ala., July 17.—[Special.}—The 
north bound fast expresstrain on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville road, collided with an 
extra freight seven miles south of this city at 
3:55 this morning. The force of the collision 
was terrible. Engineer George Nichols, of 
the passenger, and Fireman William Cum- 
mings, of the freight, were instantly killed 
and burned under the wreck. Their mangled 
bodies were not recovered, autil late this after- 
noon. Fireman Thomas of the passenger, was 
fatally injured and Engineer Wm. Austin, 
of the freight, received severe internal injuries 
Conductor Callahan, Baggagemaster Hall 
and Express Messenger Loope were severely 
bruised. 

A dozen passengers sustained sHght bruises 
and cuts, but none were seriously injured, 
Both engines, the baggage car and six freight 
cars were broken to pieces and piled thirty 
feet high on the track. The collision occurred 
just around a curve, and the engines were 
close together before the danger was dis- 
covered. Engineer Austin jumped at once, but 
Nichols sounded the alarm and applied the 
air breaks, and, dying at his post, saved the 
lives of his passengers. He had been on the 
road ten yegrs, and leaves a wife and one 
child, The Gdiliston was caused by Engineer 
Austin, his watch being twenty-five minutes 
slow. 

A large force of men worked sixteen hours 
clearing the wreck.

street, in that city. A few hours after the re. 
ecipt of this package, Mrs. Werner received 4 
telegram signed ‘‘Herman,’’ stating thai “the 
letter was wrong,’’ and that he would leave 
for Atlanta immediately. 

The telegram inspired a hopein the mindg 
of Mr. Werner’s friends and family that he 
would return, but as the time for his arrival] 
passed they declared their belief that he

and killed himself. A telegram from the ad- 
dress given in Mr. Werner’s letter stated that 
he had left and was supposed to have gone to 
hishome in Atlanta. 

On Sunday Mr, Simon, who from the first 
day of his disappearance has believed that he 
lett Atlanta while temporarily insane, tele« 
graphed to Chicago and put the case in thé 
hands of the detectives, with instructions to 
spare no expense to find the missing man.

Welsb,’’ and paid his board a week in ad- 
vance and oceupied room 50. Last night, 
about 8 o’clock, the chambermaid at tlie hotel 
complained that she had been unable to get 
into the room. During the afternoon 
the clerk summoned a policeman 
and together they went to Werner’s room 
They found the deor lecked and the key in 
the lock. This was pusbed out and a pass key 
inserted, but the door had been bolted inside/ 
It was then burst open, and when the gas was 
lighted Werner was found lying on the beds 
dressed in ‘his underclothing. He was cold 
and stiff and had evidently been dead several 
hours. Inalower bureau drawer was found 
an unlabeled empty bottle. On a marbie-top 
table, which had been drawn up near the bedyg 
was a shaving mug, butit did not appear that 
there had been any liquid in it. In a corner 
of the room was found a pair of slippers — 
an umbrella. Werner was not comuupicative 
while at the Globe hotel, but nothing unusual 
in his conduct was observed. 
‘ ‘An autopsy held by the hospital physicians 
discouraged the idea of suicide. The conclu- 
sion of the physicians was that death resulted 
from aclot of blcodina blood vessel] of the 
brain.

JUVENILE CRIMINALS. 


The House of Kefuge—The Necessity of 
Such a Place. 

“There is nothing which Atlanta needs so 
badly 2s a house of refuge, where juvenile 
crimina:s may be imprisoned,’’ said a promi- 
nent lawyer yesterday. 

‘I agree with you,’’ spoke up a minister of 
the gospel, who was standing near. ‘“‘Itis a 
shame that boys have to be put in prison with 
hardened criminals.’’ 

‘And the city is fall of juvenile criminals,’’ 
remarked a police captain. 

An investigation was made and the disclo- 
sures were startling. On the books in the sta- 
tionhouse are the names of all persons against 
whom cases have been made in the police 
court. It was ascertained that there are in 
Atlanta upward of two score of negro boys and 
white boys who have been arrested on various 
charges. There exists in Atlanta a gang of 
burglars composed of white boys and negro 
boys, whose ages range fram eight to sixteen 
years. Some of‘these young culprits, notably 
the Bone boys, have been arrested nearly a 
dozen times. 

At the last session of the criminal courtsome 
eight or ten boys, not yet in their teens, were 
arraigned for larceny and burglary. The evi- 
dence against them was conclusive and every 
one could haye been convicted easily. The 
judge and the solicitor, taking their extreme 
youth into consideration, gave them verdicts 
This was duc because it was deemed cruel to 
send these children to the chaingang or to the 
penitentiary. 

At the last meeting of the city council, a 
committee was appointed to meet with the pro- 
jectors of a home of refuge and to co-operate 
with them in pushing the matter. This eom- 
mittee will hold a meeting at an early day.

THE SCHOOL OF PHARMACY. 


Two ities Want It—Atlanta’s Claims 
Strongly Urged. 

A great deal of interest is felt in the estab- 
lishinent of th é proposed school of pharmacy. 

Dr. W. 8. Parks, ape iigga of the State 
Pharmace ail ical association, was asked yester- 
day about the schoo] and wile it would be 
located. 

He said that only two cities had thus far 
preset ited any claims to the school. Atlanta 
wishes the school attached to the school of 
technology, while Augusta desires itin con- 
nection with the medical college 

A coutmittee, of which Dr. W. A. Taylor is 
chairman, has been appointed and will re- 
quest a meeting of the technological comm: 
S.oners at an early date, with a view to laying 
before the commission the claims of the 
school, The committee will also go befote the 
board of trustees of the State un iversity at its 
next meeting. 

There ate inany reascns why Atk inta is the 
more suitable place—for the school. It is 
urved that to establish a sebool 
of pharmacy in eonnection with 
a medical college, is to put it where it is sure 
to be overshadowe d by the latter. The atten- 
tion which shonld be civen to the pharmaceu- 
tical students will be withdrawn from them 
and bestowed upon the medical students. In 
New Orleans, at a medical college with two 
million dollars endowment, the pharinaceuti- 
cal departinent has not over ten students. 

In addition to this a school of pharmacy 
should be located in as large a city as possible, 
where a #reat many drug stores m: iy be found. 
fn these drug stores the young men can ob- 
tain employment in the day, fer lecturing is 
only at night. Thus they can pay their 
board, and at the same time get a 
practical knowledge of the subiect. 

The argument that “Atlanta isa more central 
location than Argusta is onc in her favor. If 
Atlanta should get the schcol, there will be 
only two professors to be added to those al- 
ready at the technological school, and poss bly 
only oné. 

Atlanta’s claims to the school will be strong- 
ly urged by her friends, and from the present 
outlook bids fair to ge t it.

RAILROAD BUILDING. 


How It is Keeping Up a Spirit of 
Rivalry, 


There is No Danger of Dull Business While 
the Railroads Continue Their Present 
Rate of Progress. 


There is certainly no danger of any of the 
towns or cities of Georgia going intoan early 
decline so longas the present rapid construc- 
tion of new railroad liens continue. 

The rapid bnilding for the first six months 
of 1888 bids fair to be overshadowed by the 
construction during the remainder of the year, 
if even the work already under way is pushed 
forward to completion. 

Then there are several roads,as yet only 
upon paper, that will likely add a part of their 
proposed mileage to the total for the year. 

All this has a tendency to keep up a spirited 
though liberal rivalry among the Georgia 
towns along the routes of the new roads. And 
will keep them all froin growing rusty. 

Not only do the roads themselves keep up 
this cempetition, but the location of the shops 
and other industries that follow the railroads 
everywhere have a tendency in the same di- 
rection. 

Rome, Athens, Macon, Columbus and other 
cities are a!l in the field as bidders for the loca- 
tion of the shop plants of various roads, and 
they are not backward about presenting their 
claims. 

Rone thinks that the Chattanoooga, Rome 
and Columbus shops should come to that cily 
by all means, and Macon and Columbus are 


that kind. Atlanta has not as yet made any 
move in the maticr of securing the Central’s 
shops, the removal of which trom Macon has 
been agitated for some time. Wien the 
maiter was first mentioned THE 
CONSTITUTION remarked that there could be 
no doubt about Ailanta’s superiority as a loca- 
tion for the shops, and incidentally remarked 
that ifthey were tole removed from Macon, 
some effort should be made to get them here. 
The subject of their removal has been again 
revived, and the suggestion isagain made 
that Atlanta should make known her advan- 
ages.
